voice booming at him once in a

Since father's daytime hours are 
dictated by the need to make a Hv- 
ing, his schedule cannot be adjusted 
to domestic whim.

for father will feel a direct sense 
of responsibility for the upbringing 
of his family, and baby will see the 
importance of father s place in the 
family set-u p from the start.
